The Swearer ſets a Brand: on himſelf, The wicked 
one; the Swearer, and he that moe not, Ecclel. 9. 2.

It's ſad'to' heare mens mouths full of Cuarſing, as the 
Pſalmiſt deſcribes ' the carriage of the wicked, and 
thoſe that-have-not God in all their thoughts, P/al 
TO. 7. but very dreadful (at which the Eares of all 
that are within'the ſonnd of it may: tingle ) to .hear 
any trifle with their Saviour, their Souls, and umpre- 
cate damnation;/ and the curſe. an{ eternal wrath of 
God on themſelves. What is this but to tread under 
foot the Son of God, and to count the bloud of the 
Covenant an unholy thing 3 and to do deſpite to the 
Spirit of Grace, Heb:10.29. And what-can ſach expet 
but that God ſhould take' them at/their words, and 
fulfill their wiſhes 3 ſo that as they loved curking, it 
ſhould come unto them 3 and as they delighted not m 
bleſling, ſo it ſhould be tar from them, F/al. x09: 17.

109. 4. Devout Cornelis pray'd allwayes, AZ. 10. 4. 
And every one that is Godly will pray, P/al. 32.6. St. 
Pauls being on his Knees was the convincing Argument 
God uſeth to Aranias,to fatisfie hinr that he was a cho- 
ſen Veſlell to himſelfe : And Darie! will not abate of 
his praying three times a day , though hee expoſe 
himſclte to the Den of Lyons, Daz. 6. 10. When Da- 
niel knew that the Writing was ſigned, hee went into hjs 
Honſe, and his Windowes being open in his Chamber to- 
ward TJernſalem, hee kneeled on his . knees three times a 
day, and prayed , and gave thanks before God as 
he did afore time. Nor can any reſtraine Prayer, but 
they mult at the ſame time caſt away feare, . Job 15. 4. 
Such will pot forget Jeruſalem, . Pſal. 127. 5: but will 
pray. for it and its peace, .P/al. 122. 6. And they will 
not bee unmindfull of their King : And ſo I come to 
the ſecond. perſon CharaGteriz'd, The faithſull Subjet. 
Secondly, The good, Subje& Feares the King; and 
this is the marke levelled at in the Text, though it be 
put laſt, it was intended firſt, as appears by the'point 
of oppoſition that followes ; it's not ſaid, meddle not 
with Irreligious, but with ſeditious perſons. The feare 
of God is put 1n to draw downe the ſtreame; of Alle- 
giance from the right Conduit 3. it our; Duty; to our 
King bee.taught us onely by the Law,of Man, it is not 
fixed on its proper Baſis,, ' True Religion- s-the-ſareſt 
Friend to Princes and their rights, ; A good Religion 
8 knowne by its promoting Loyakty.z. agd- its wed - 
allble 
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fallible note of a bad one, that it either ſeparates fear. 
ing God and the King, or ſhrinks the Sinewes of Civil 
Obedience, Fearing God and the King; or as St. Peter, 
Fearing God and Honouring the King, 1 Pet. 2. 17. are 
fo far trom being inconſiſtent, that they are inſepara- 
ble. True Religion towards God, and Subjefton to 
our Prince, are individuall Companions 3 wee are to 
bee fibje&t to the King our Soveraigne, whom God 
hath ſet over us, for Conſcience fake 3 and therefore 
that which is Fear the Lord and the King here, is ren- 
dred by St. Peter, Submrit to the King for the Lord's ſake, 
1 Pet. 2. 13. Noe rebellious perſons, noe diſobedient 
ones to Parents Civill-or Naturall, deſerve the names 
of Chriſtians : He that demies Ceſar the things which 
belong to him, cannot be upright in the diſcharge of 
his Duty-to God.

Jude ver:B:Ne- 
mo poteſtatem bnmanam contenmit, niſi prins Divinam 
eoritempſit : No Man oppoſeth his Prince, but he hath | 
firſt learned to diſobey his God, as St. Gregory.
